A. Activities of tlte Subcommittee During Fiscal Year 

1. Revlev of the Intelligence Product

The Subcommittee considers the intelligence product to be 
responsive to the missions and responsibilities of member agencies. 

2 . Research and Collection Deficiencies 


a. Research Deficiencies 

The priority deficiencies of research which have been 
identified by the Subcommittee are included in EIC-S-l/4, 15 June 1958. 

These listings are under continuing review and are considered to reflect 
current deficiencies. 

b. Collection Deficiencies 

The Subcommittee reviewed CIA/0RR statements of gaps in 
intelligence on the following: Communist China - Petroleum, an d Poland - 
Petroleum Industry. In each case the statements were accepted by the 
Subcommittee as representing full statements of gaps in intelligence on 
the respective items. Furthermore, it was the consensus of the Subcommittee 
that the order of priority given in the statements was satisfactory. 

The Subcommittee believes that the ORR statements may be used as a 
basis for SC statements of Priority Collection Deficiencies and will 
respond to directives from the EIC in this respect.
